MASON  CITY,  Iowa.  March  13 
(AP). — A  growing  conviction  that 
John  Dillinger,  escaped  Indiana 
desperado,  led  the  seven  bandits 
whose  bold  raid  on  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  here,  today,  netted 
$52,000.  was  expressed  by  investigat- 
ing officers  tonight. 

Five  persons  were  wounded  during 
the  raid,  in  which  some  of  the 
bandits  held  off  a  large  crowd.  In- 
cluding vigilantes,  outside  the  bank, 
while  others  seized  the  money. 

To  the  assertion  of  James 
Buchanan,  veteran  policeman,  that 
"the  leader  cf  the  bandits  had  the 
appearance  of  John  Dillinger,"  was 
added  three  tentative  confirmations 
of  three  other  witnesses.

Dillinger    was    the    robber  who 
fUBftted  the  bank  entrance  with 
sub-machine  gun  in  one  hand  and 
a  pistol  in  the  other.

R.  L.  H.  James,  secretary  of  the 
School  Board,  was  hit  In  the  leg  by 
a  bandit  bullet.  Clarence  McGowan 
was  wounded  in  the  abdomen  when 
he  tried  to  follow  the  fleeing  robber 
car. 

As  the  bandits  left  they  lined  the 
running  board  of  their  automobile 
with  bystanders  to  protect  them 
from  possible  gunfire  of  vigilantes 
and  police,  who  had  stationed  them- 
selves on  nearby  roofs  during  the 
hold-up.

The  activities  of  the  various 
branches  were  summarized,  showing

ADDRESS  ON  CHINA 
Mrs.  Harold  Clark,  for  many  years 
associated  with  her  husband  In 
missionary  work  In  North  Honan, 
China,  gave  a  delightful  address 
on  "Chinese  Missions."  This  was 
Illustrated  by  seventy-five  magni- 
ficent colored  lantern  slides  depict- 
ing not  only  persons  and  incidents 
relevant  to  the  mission  work,  but 
In  Honan  and  China  generally. 

The  major  part  of  her  talk,  how- 
ever, centred  round  the  United 
Church  of  Canada  Central  Mission 
Station  at  Wei  Hwel.  and  Chang 
To.  where  tl.e  same  mission  con- 
ducts a  class  for  teachers  and  Bible 
students  for  two  months  each  Sum- 
mer. The  enormous  nature  of  the 
task  attacked  by  the  United  Church 
of  Canada  in  entering  the  mission 
field  In  North  Honan  was  hinted 
when  the  speaker  noted  that  the 
population  of  this  province  Is  more 
that  eight  million,  and  that  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  is  the 
only  Protestant  church  in  the  field 
being  conceded  this  area  by  the 
other  churches  of  Canada 

Whereas  the  anti-foreign  senti- 


ment was  so  great  In  Northern 
Honan  Province  in  1888,  the  year 
when  the  mission  was  established 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  Mackenzie, 
Dr.  Ooforth.  Dr.  William  McClure, 
Rev.  Fraser  Smith.  Rev.  Donald 
MacQUlivray,  and  their  wives,  that 
Hudson  Taylor,  knowing  the  Chinese 
reverence  for  "praying  men."  had 
told  them  they  must  enter  Honan 
"on  their  knees."  today  the  mis- 
sionary could  go  almost  anywhere 
unmolested.  The  Christian  church 
was  established,  and  there  were  now 
native  pastors  and  Chinese-staffed 
hospitals. 

A  very  brief  sketch  of  the  political 
and  social  conditions  prefaced  the 
pictures.  Mrs.  Clark  recalling  that 
when  the  work  began  the  Empress 
Dowager.  Tsl  Hsi.  ruled,  and  among 
the  great  events  that  had  occured 
since  were  the  Chlno-Japanese  War 
of  1894;  the  Boxer  trouble  of  1900; 
the  Russo-Japanese  War  over  Man- 
churia in  1902;  the  death  of  the 
Emperor  and  Empress  Tsl  Hsi  in 
1908;  the  formation  of  the  republic 
in  1911,  and  more  modern  events.

Mrs.  Clark  and  her  husband  went 
to  Honan  In  1906.  At  that  time  the 
policy  of  the  United  Church  of  Can- 
ada foreign  mission  board  was 
"that  the  Chinese  church,  now  being 
planted  In  Honan,  shall  become  self- 
supporting,  self-propagating  and 
self-governing."  The  following  year 
native  missions  had  so  progressed 
that  they  had  their  own  elders  and 
deacons;  in  1909  a  Chinese  pres- 
bytery was  formed,  although  there 
were  no  native  ministers  until  1912. 
when  eight  were  installed.  In  1927 
the  work  was  placed  in  Chinese 
hands,  and  two  years  later  the 
Church  of  Christ  In  China  took  the 
first  step  to  make  some  return  to 
the  church  In  Canada  for  what  it 
had  contributed  to  the  missions 
there.  What  a  change  in  forty-six 
years,  the  speaker  commented. 

The  pictures  and  comments 
thereon  that  followed  still  more 
emphasized  the  significance  of  the 
change  by  showing  how  profoundly 
conservative  China  Is  in  her  mode 
of  life.  Agricultural  methods,  trans- 
portation, trade  and  commerce  are 
carried  on  in  much  the  same  way 
aa  they  were  in  Biblical  times  in 
other  lands.  But  in  the  midst  of 
this  the  Chinese  were  proving  apt 
followers  of  the  West  in  church 
organization  and  the  establishment 
of  hospitals. 
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je  permitted  to  regulate  its  practi- 
tioners, register  those  entitled  to 
practise,  and  set  up  standards  for 
future  guidance.  Chiropractors  had 
been  practising  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  years  In  the  province  and 
public  demand  was  that  regulation 
be  established  In  the  best  interests 
of  the  calling  and  of  the  people.

ANCIENT  RELICS 
FOUND  IN  EliVPT 

tsYer  Mmjs  and  Wmr  Cups 
Used  Thousands  of  Years 
A(jo  Unearthed 


CAIRO  (UP).— Beer  mugs  and 
wine  cups  used  by  an  Egyptian 
king  who  had  ruled  in  3000  B  C.  are 
among  the  remarkable  discoveries 
Just  unearthed  in  the  tomb  of 
King  Zoser.  . 

Excavators  of  the  Egyptian  Gov- 
ernment, who  have  been  exploring! accordingly 
the  Pyramid  Sakkhara,  which  Is 
erected  over  Zoser's  tomb,  came 
upon  great  solid  stacks  of  table 
vessels  made  of  stone.  These 
formed  part  of  the  king's  funeral 
furnishings. 

There  were  Jugs,  cups  for  wine 
and  beer,  and  jars  which  probably 
contained  the  perfumed  ointments 
with  which  the  ancient  Egyptians 
anointed  their  hands  in  prepara- 
tion for  each  meal  The  vessels 
weighed  over  sixty  tons,  but  the 
greater  part  of  them  were  broken 
in  a  rock-fall. 

Inscriptions  In  black  ink  were 
found  on  a  number  of  the  vessels, 
with  names,  texts,  and  titles  in  a 
very  early  form  of  hieratic  script. 
These  rare  Inscriptions  are  of  con- 
siderable interest  of  Egyptologists.

PROVINCKS  TO  ACT 

WINNIPEO.  March  13  (CPK  — 
Governments  of.  Canada's  major 
wheat-growing  provinces  moved,  to- 
day, to  enact  legislation  designed  tr 
Implement  the  London  wheat 
agreement  reached  last  year 

At  Winnipeg.  Premier  John 
Bracken  gave  notice  he  would  move 
for  Introduction  of  a  wheat  agree- 
ment bill  In  the  Manitoba  Legis- 
lature. Wednesday. 

Premier  J.  E  Brownlee  of  Alberta, 
at  Edmonton,  nnd  Provincial  Treas- 
urer M.  A  MaePherson  of  Sas- 
katchewan, at  Reglna.  introduced 
In  their  respective  Legislatures,  to- 
day, wheat  marketing  bills. 
LEGISLATION  CORRESPONDS 
The  legislation  brought  down  at 
Edmonton  and  Regina,  and  that  of 
which  Premier  Bracken  gave  notice 
at  Winnipeg,  corresponded.  In  each 
case,  provision  ls  made  for  a  wheat 
control  board  or  boards. 

In  its  main  outlines,  the  legisla- 
tion In  the  three  provinces  provides 
for  establishment  of  an  emergency 
wheat  control  board;  Invests  the 
board  with  the  power  to  regulate, 
by  licence  or  otherwise,  sale  and 
purchase  of  wheat  during  the  forth- 
coming crop  year  from  August  1 
next  until  July  31.  1934;  empowers 
the  provinces  to  make  agreements 
with  each  other  or  with  the  Do- 
minion for  establishment  of  a  cen- 
tral marketing  board,  and  permits 
each  provincial  board  to  take  such 
steps  as  are  necessary  to  effectuate 
the  intention  of  the  agreement. 
MAY  TAKE  POSSESSION 
The  legislation  Introduced  In  Al- 
berta provides  that  province's  board 
with  power  to  take  possession,  cell 
and  deliver  to  purchasers  wheat 
stored  anywhere  In  the  province. 
The  board  may  require  that  any 
wheat  sold  or  purchased  In  Albert 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  board  or 
Its  order 

Saskatchewan's  enactment  —  en 
titled   the  "Control   Marketing  of 
Wheat    Act"— provides    power  to

A  Government  bill  to  amend  the 
Forest  Act.  introduced  by  Hon.  A. 
W.  Gray,  extends  existing  reduced 
royalty  schedules  until  December, 
1935;  extends  controlled  log  export 
five  years,  until  March  31.  1939; 
makes  an  Important  reduction  from 
four  cents  to  two  and  a  half  cents 
per  acre  in  private  fees  for  the  for- 
est protection  fund,  and  reduces 
Provincial  liability  on  the  same 
score  from  $40,000  to  $25,000  a 
month,  or  $300,000  a  year,  on  re- 
stored operation  of  the  fund. 

Other  sections  in  the  new  forestry 
bill  are  to  clarify  existing  regula- 
tions. 

Permissive  consolidation  of  tax 
arrears  in  water  improvement  dis- 
tricts, restoration  of  tax  sale  pro- 
ceedings In  part,  and  redefined 
powers  for  the  Provincial  Water 
Board  in  Its  dealing  with  Irrigation, 
water  licences  and  other  matters 
are  concerned  In  a  public  bill  to 
amend  the  Water  Act.  introduced 
by  Mr.  Gray  Suspension  and  can- 
cellation of  control  of  water  licen- 
ces, power  to  stop  pollution  of 
streams  by  mill  waste,  and  other 
provisions  are  also  included.

The  MiiUsh  ( ioveriinun!  under  Mi  Rain 
Mai  Donald  has  made  a  valiant  ll  vain  attempt 
to  reconcile  security  with  equality  and  disarma- 
ment. A  navy,  previously  stronger  than  that  of 
any  other  Power,  was  reduced  by  International 
sanction  to  a  point  of  equality  with  the  United 
States.  Britain,  Irrespective  of  the  London 
Treaty,  made  further  gestures  of  naval  disarma- 
ment. She  was  not  even  building  up  to  the  limit 
allowed  by  the  treaty.  She  postponed  the  task 
of  reconditioning  ships.  Her  cruiser  strength, 
essential  for  the  defence  of  the  seaways  of  Em- 
pire, was  allowed  to  decline  well  below  the 
margin  of  safety. 

In  the  face  of  the  repeated  failure  of  disarma- 
ment plans,  all  of  which  meant  that  Britain 
should  reduce  her  strength  while  other  nations 
Increased  theirs,  public  opinion  has  been  aroused 
In  Britain.  There  is  an  official  determination  to 
build  up  to  the  limits  allowed  by  the  London 
Treaty,  and,  moreover,  there  are  evidences  that 
public  opinion  will  demand  that  in  the  matter  of 
national  security  Britain,  after  1936,  shall  be 
allowed  a  resumption  of  her  complete  freedom 
of  action.  In  the  meantime  she  is  to  proceed 
with  the  task  of  securing  equality  in  air  defence 
with  that  of  any  of  the  other  great  Powers.  In 
other  words,  Britain  is  giving  up  the  impossible 
task  of  squaring  the  disarmament  circle.  She  can

Actual  work  on  the  building  of 
the  fur  trading  post  started  the  next  morning. 
In  commemorating  the  historic  event,  Lady 
Douglas  Chapter.  LODE,  is  celebrating  more 
than  a  local  event,  for  the  establishment  of  Fort 
Victoria  was  of  Imperial  importance.  It  had  a 
large  bearing  on  the  development  of  Western 
Canada,  as  we  know  it  today.  Such  develop- 
ment would  hardly  have  been  possible  had  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  failed  to  interpret  cor- 
rectly the  trend  of  international  events  in  the 
early  forties. 

It  was  evident  that  sooner  or  later  the  boun- 
dary line  between  the  American  possessions  and 
the  territories  controlled  by  the  company  for 
the  British  Crown  must  be  settled.  There  was 
every  reason  to  anticipate  that  such  a  settle- 
ment would  be  favorable  to  the  United  States.  As 
early  as  1818,  and  again  in  *1821  and  1825,  the 
suggestion  had  been  advanced  that  the  forty - 
ninth  parallel  should  be  the  border.  If  that  sug- 
geettOB  bid  beta  carried  out,  the  international

Does  Mr.  de  Valera  really  think  that  he  will  In- 
duce foreign  countries  to  buy  goods  from  the  Free 
State?  Britain,  of  course,  has  shown  that  she  can 
do  very  well  without  the  Free  State  market.  If  Mr. 
de  Valera  contrives  to  make  any  bargains  at  all  with 
other  countries,  we  can  be  assured  that  they  will  be 
very  bad  bargains,  and  that,  in  the  long  run,  the 
Free  State  will  be  forced  to  take  cap  in  hand  and  to 
sue  for  the  British  market.  Only  two  years  ago  the 
Free  State  bought  and  sold  with  Britain  on  a  baMs 
of  perfect  equality.  She  was  an  honored  customer 
and  an  honored  vendor,  and  the  alliance  was  profit- 
able to  both  countries.  Mr.  de  Valera'a  Government 
however,  has  reduced  her  to  the  position  of  a  street 
hawker  questing  for  patronage  before  every  comer 
She  is  forced  to  beg  from  door  to  door,  and  receives 
snubs  everywhere.  If  the  nations  outside  the  British 
Empire  wished  to  buy  her  goods,  or  thought  trade 
relations  with  her  worth  possession,  they  would  have 
signed  an  agreement  with  her  at  any  time  during 
the  past  two  years.

They  are 
In  the  air  like  the  waves  of  the 
radio.

Sometimes  these  movements  are 
called  codes,  but  by  whatever  name 
they  may  be  called,  they  are  In  es- 
sense  hysterical.  When  people  in 
the  mass  become  hysterical,  they 
lose  all  sense  of  values  and  faith 
in  methods  whose  merits  have  been 
proved  In  practice.  When  Indi- 
viduals stray  from  the  beaten  paths 
they  are  In  danger  of  losing  their 
sense  of  direction  and  becoming 
lost  in  a  wilderness.  When  nations 
become  obsessed  by  the  Idea  of  go- 
ing forth  in  quest  of  a  pot  of  gold 
at  the  foot  of  a  rainbow  and  estab- 
lishing on  that  base  of  sunbeams 
and  moisture  a  new  Utopia,  it  may 
be  the  part  of  wisdom  not  to  follow 
their  example,  but  to  wait  and 
watch  devefopments  and  ultimate 
results.

The  waves  of  hysteria  have  swept 
across  into  Canada,  and  the  people 
of  this  country  have  begun  to  de- 
mand the  establishment  of  codes 
for  the  mechanical  conduct  of  busi- 
ness.

Sir.— Certain  correspondents  have 
revived  some  ancient  charges 
against  the  revelation  of  Ood  which 
are  so  threadbare  that  few  bother 
to  reply.  These  champions,  how- 
ever, of  Hindu  mysticism,  parading 
as  "Christian"  and  using  (or  abus- 
ing rather)  the  Bible  for  their  own 
ends,  have  repeated  them  once  too 
often.  Therefore  this  reply. 

Concerning  the  various  manu- 
scripts of  the  Bible:  The  King 
James  version,  which  was  com- 
pleted in  1611.  is  a  living  testimony 
to  the  exactness  of  the  forty-seven 
renowned  scholars  who 
pllshed  this  unequaled  work 
the  last  300  years  many  additional 
manuscripts  have  been  discovered, 
one  dating  back  to  the  middle  of 
the  fourth  century,  yet  none  of 
them  (contrary  to  the  statements 
by  two  of  the  above-mentioned 
Mystics")  contained  any  "addi- 
tions" to  the  King  James  version 
If  so.  where  are  they?  What  verses, 
chapters  or  books  appear  In  the 
American  Revised  that  does  not  ap 
pear  in  the  King  James  version? 
None!  The  very  language  of  this 
translation  proclaims  that  it  is  Di- 
vine. The  American  Revised  vcr 
slon.  translated  about  300  years 
later,  follows  its  illustrious  prede 
cessor  almost  word  for  word,  except 
in  cases  where  the  English  lan- 
guage has  undergone  changes  dur- 
ing this  period. 

If  every  manuscript  of  the  New 
Testament  was  destroyed  the  loss 
would  not  be  Irreparable  Secular 
writers  quoted  almost  every  verse 
before  the  third  century.  Transla- 
tions show  that  our  Bible  has  noth- 
ing added  No  one  questions  the 
translations  of  the  classics.

Corrections  were  not  additions.  It 
was  right  for  copyists  to  correct 
errors  when  they  had  many  trust- 
worthy manuscript*  to  rely  upon.

Sir,— The  observance  of  St.  Pat- 
ricks Day  is  increasing  in  public 
favor  every  year,  and  It  ls  especially 
devoted  to  gatherings  of  pleasure, 
entertainment  and  feasting. 

While  so  many  are  ready  to  per- 
petuate the  memory  of  this  national 
saint  in  this  way,  and  so  many 
stories  and  miraculous  acts  are  re- 
peated of  him.  it  is  well  to  know 
more  about  his  real  life  and  work. 

There  are  only  meagre  details  to 
be  found  of  the  life  of  Patrlcius,  as 
he  was  then  called.  As  a  young 
man  he  was  taken  captive  by  Irish 
pirates  and  sold  into  slavery,  fioni 
which  he  was  treed  at  the  end  of  six 
years.  Having  accepted  during  this 
time  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  in 
its  simplicity,  on  his  return  to  his 
native  land  he  became  an  ardent 
worker  for  the  Lord.  His  labors 
were  begun  in  County  Down,  where 
also  he  died  many  years  later,  on 
March  17,  465,  and  was  burled  there. 
Today  this  place  is  named  Down- 
patrlck.  He  was  successful  in  nir- 
lng  up  many  churches,  or 
of  believers  In  Ireland. 

The  church  In  Ireland  at  that 
time  was  free,  and  independent  of 
any  state  aid,  and,  unlike  the  power- 
ful hierarchy  in  other  lands,  Its 
ministers  were  not  bound  by  vows 
of  celibacy,  and  their  forms  of  wor- 
ship were  of  the  simplicity  of  the 
Apostolic  church  of  the  Bible,  the 
scriptures  being  their  guide.  For 
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anteeing  her  security.  This,  the 
United  States  faUed  to  do.  and 
three  years  later,  by  a  resolution 
on  Article  10,  the  rest  of  the  world, 
to  all  intents  and  ptirpoaes,  followed 
suit.  Therefore,  Prance,  having 
been  invaded  three  times  in  a 
century,  with  her  allies,  Poland.

It  was  from  this  church  in  Ireland 
that  Columba  was  sent  out  as  a 
missionary  In  563  to  make  his  head- 
quarters at  Iona.  on  the  western 
Isles  of  Scotland,  from  which  place 
the  light  of  the  gospel  truth  was 
borne  over  many  countries  of  Europe 
In  a  time  of  Increasing  Idolatry. 

As  an  example  of  the  purity  of 
their  faith  In  the  8crlptures  it  ls  re- 
corded that  Columba  observed  the 
Seventh-Day  Sabbath  of  the  Bible 
This  Is  thus  referred  to  In  Butler's 
Lives  of  the  Saints."  article  "St. 
Columba":  "Having  continued  his 
labors  in  Scotland  thirty-four  years, 
he  clearly  and  openly  foretold  his 
death,  and  on  Saturday,  the  ninth 
of  June,  said  to  his  disciple.  Dler- 
mit.  'This  day  ls  called  the  8abbath. 
that  is,  the  day  of  rest,  and  such 
will  It  truly  be  to  me:  for  it  will  put 
an  end  to  my  labors"." 

May  we  note  that  here  was  a  peo- 
ple who  were  still  true  to  the  Bible 
In  keeping  the  Seventh-Day  Sab- 
bath. Columba  and  his  church,  the 
Culdees,  in  Scotland,  who  were  the 
spiritual  ancestors  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  received  the  gosnel  In 
accom-jita  purity  fro  m  Patrlcius  and  the 
During  fariy  church  in  Ireland.  Bishop 
Wordsworth,  in  his  history  of  the 
Church  of  Ireland,  p.  76.  writes: 
"We  are  obliged  to  remember  that 
In  a  great  measure  we  owe  our 
Christianity  to  Ireland." 

Truly  Patrlcius  was  a  patron  saint 
to  his  country,  and  may  we  honor 
him  and  his  Ood  by  walking  In 
those  old  paths  and  good  ways  that 
we  are  bid  to  seek  In  Jeremiah  vl,  10.

Sir,— I  see  by  his  letter  In  a  re- 
cent Issue  of  The  Colonist,  that  Mr 
Perclval  attll  contends  that  the 
peace  of  the  world  can  best  be  kept 
by  Britain  having  a  two-power 
atandard  navy.  In  spite  of  his  argu- 
ments, we.  of  the  League  of  Nations 
Societies  in  the  British  Empire  and 
the  United  8tates  still  disagree  with 
this  contention. 

We  look  at  the  problem  of  dis- 
armament In  this  way.  We  know 
that,  as  revealed  at  the  Disarma- 
ment Conference,  he  world  Is  di- 
vided Into  three  blocks  expressing 
different  viewa.  The  Oerman  block 
Is  determined  to  rearm,  unless  the 
other  nations  disarm;  the  French 
block  Ls  prepared  to  disarm  only  If 
the  other  nations  of  the  world  will 
guarantee  security;  the  British 
block  want*  disarmament,  but  will 
not  guarantee  security  to  the 
French  block. 

The  French  block  Is  logical  In 
asking  for  this  security  It  only 
signed  the  Covenant  of  the  League 
of  Nations,  with  it*  Article  8.  be 
cause  It  also  contained  Article  10 
Article  10.  as  It  was  drafted,  guar- 
anteed security  to  all  members  of 
the  league,  and  when  France  signed 
t.  chiefly  under  per- 
fmm  President  Wilson,  *he 
of  course,  expected  the  United 
Statea  would  also  sign,  thus  guar- 


way  than  if  they  let  things  drift  as 
at  present;  for  no  nation  would 
risk  being  the  agressor  if  it  know 
for  certain  that  then  it  would  have, 
as  well  as  the  nation  moved  against, 
the  English-speaking  nations  and  at 
least  half  of  the  other  nations 
against  them.  Whereas,  as  things 
are,  with  no  certainty  that  an  ag- 
grieved nation  will  be  supported, 
they  may.  as  Japan  did,  take  a 
chance.  Then  it  is  more  than  likely 
that,  as  In  lfl4.  the  English-speak- 
ing peoples  would  be  drawn  in  later. 

Also,  by  thLs  guarantee  of  secu- 
rity, disarmament  will  be  assured 
This  will  mean  less  and  Jess  chance 
of  war.  Also,  in  return  for  this 
guarantee.  France  and  her  allies 
can  be  made  to  implement  the 
promise  contained  in  Article  10.  of 
the  Covenant,  and  allow,  if  Judged 
rightly  by  the  Council,  revision  of 
those  parts  of  the  Treaty  of  Ver- 
sailles, which  the  Oerman  block 
alleges  to  be  unjust 

This  is  the  only  practical  way  to 
avoid  an  armament  race,  with  its 
concomitant  higher  taxation  and 
lower  standard  of  living  and  event- 
ual war  and  destruction.  And  the 
English-speaking  peoples  can  bring 
it  about  They  can  thus  keep  the 
peace  far  more  certainly  and  far 
more  cheaply  to  themselves  In  every 
way  than  by  having  larger  arma- 
ments. In  this  way  they  will  be 
making  friends  of  the  rest  of  the 
world.  Instead  of  enemies  Above 
all  this  la  the  way  of  Christianity, 
which  lolls  us  to  help  as  brothers 
not  to  rule  as  masters.

SALARIES    OF  CLERKS 

A  group  of  bank  clerks  In  West- 
ern Ontario  have  complained  to  the 
committee  of  the  low  scale  of  bank 
salaries.  Their  representations  will 
be  heard  later,  it  was  announced 
by  the  committee  chairman.  R.  B. 
Hanson,  Conservative,  York-8un- 
bury. 

Hon.  Raymond  Morand.  Conserv- 
ative. Essex  East,  gave  notice  he 
would  move  at  the  next  meeting  to 
insert  a  fair  wage  clause  in  the 
Bank  Act.  This  would  apply  to 
bank  clerks  generally  "who,  I  think, 
are  underpaid  at  the  present  time." 

An  amendment  to  penalize  banks 
where  interest  or  discount  was 
charged  by  them  at  a  rate  above  7 
per  cent  was  filed  by  W.  A.  Beynon, 
Conservative,  Moose  Jaw.  In  such 
cases  where  Interest  of  more  than 
7  per  cent  was  charged,  the  amend- 
ment provides  the  bank  in  question 
would  forever  be  barred  from  re- 
covering the  principal  Involved,  or 
interest.

Another  amendment  came  from 
O.  G.  Coote.  UF  A .  Macleod.  He 
gave  notice  of  an  amendment  that 
each  of  the  chartered  banks  be 
called  upon  to  file  statements  giv- 
ing the  name,  occupation  and  ad- 
dress of  each  director,  with  a  list 
of  the  companies  of  which  he  was 
director. 

There  might  be  some  doubt  under 
strict  parliamentary  procedure  of 
the  authority  of  the  committee  to 
go  fully  into  the  Items  In  the 
Power  amendment,  said  Chairman 
Hanson.  There  was  a  unanimous 
desire  to  go  into  the  subjects 
touched  upon  by  the  amendment, 
and  this  would  be  done. 

As  the  committee  was  agreed  on 
the  necessity  for  the  inquiry  pro- 
posed in  the  Power  amendment. 
Mr.  Mackenrie  oirged  the  committee 
should  have  the  services  of  a  coun- 
sel. Motion  was  then  made  by  Mr. 
Hackett  that  the  subject  matters  In 
the  Power  resolution  be  dealt  with 
as  each  appropriate  section  In  the 
bill  came  under  discussion. 

TO  CLEAR  UP  DOUBT 

"I  object."  said  William  Duff, 
Liberal.  Antigonlsh-Guysboro.  "The 
chairman  seems  to  have  some  doubt 
of  the  authority  of  the  committee 
to  go  into  all  of  the  items  in  the 
Power  amendment.  If  there  ls  any 
doubt  of  Uie  authority  of  the  com- 
mittee, he  should  go  back  to  Par- 
liament and  have  the  terms  of  ref- 
erence amended  to  give  us  the  nec- 
essary authority." 

The  suggestion  for  an  amended 

reference  should  be  considered  se- 
riously, said  Hon.  W  D  Euler,  Lib- 
eral. Waterloo  North.  An  impor- 
tant witness  before  the  committee 
might  challenge  Its  authority  to  In- 
quire into  some  of  the  subject  mat- 
ters in  the  Power  amendment. 

To  Mr.  Duff,  the  chairman  said 
he  had  some  doubts  about  the  con- 
stitutional power  of  the  committee 
to  hold  the  proposed  inquiry,  but  he 
was  not  giving  a  ruling  on  It  at 
present. 

MOM-CONTENTIOUS  CLAUSES 
The  committee  then  turned  Its 
attention  to  consideration  of  some 
of  the  non -contentious  clauses  In 
the  bill.  A  clause  dealing  with  the 
ranking  of  creditors  against  the 
assets  of  a  failed  bank  was  passed 
after  some  discussion. 

A  clause  stipulating  a  penalty  of 
3400  for  the  Issue  of  notes  for  cir- 
culation, other  than  by  a  bank, 
brought  on  a  discussion,  led  by  Mr 
Coote. 

Several  Western  municipalities 
had  Issued  scrip  for  use  within 
their  boundaries,  said  Mr.  Coote. 
One  municipality  had  been  brought 
Into  court  on  a  prosecution,  al- 
though no  harm  had  been  done  to 
anyone,  and  the  issue  of  the  scrip 
by  the  municipality  had  served  a 
very  useful  purpose.  "If  there  are 
ample  provisions  in  the  Criminal 
Code  to  prevent  counterfeiting.  I 
do  not  think  it  ls  necessary  to  place

Roy  Paterson  and  others, 
died  in  his  sleep  late  this  afternoon, 
a  week  after  he  was  taken  to  a 
hospital.    He  was  sixty-two. 

His  last  years  were  spent  In  re- 
tirement at  his  home  here,  near  the 
scene  of  his  first  baseball  conquests. 
His  first  professional  baseball  was 
in  the  now  abandoned  Oregon  State 
League  in  1893. 
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Mollie  and  Jessie,  aged  seventeen 
rnd  twenty  years,  respectively,  Ca- 
nadian-born, entered  the  United 
States  some  years  ago  and  lived 
with  their  mother  and  stepfather  in 
California.  Last  year  they  were 
deported  as  having  entered  the 
country  illegally,  and  were  landed 
in  Victoria  without  funds  or  people 
to  go  to.

"In  these  days  of  unrest  and 
anxiety,"  Mrs.  Herd  continued,  "it 
Is  almost  with  a  feeling  of  pro- 
found rest  and  security  that  one 
reviews  the  work  of  our  society. 
True  it  is,  that  much  expansion  has 
not  been  possible,  and  anxious  care 
over  expenditure  has  been  necessary. 
Administration  expenses  in  British 
Columbia  have  been  curtailed  as  far 
as  possible  and  we  have  been  able 
slightly  to  increase  our  remittances 
to  Toronto  over  those  of  last  year. 
Whilst  this  may  be  so.  let  us  not 
relax  our  efforts,  for  we  have  not 
reached  our  allocation.  Rather  let 
us  strive  still  further  to  reach  this 
goal.  In  this  connection  may  I  em- 
phasize the  value  of  small  sums 
given  regularly." 

She  told  of  having  visited  all  four 
Presbyterlals  during  the  year.  In 
conclusion.  Mrs.  Herd  gave  two 
watchwords.  "Faith"  and  "Love," 
leaving  her  listeners  inspired  with 
her  own  real  and  determined  to  go 
forward  bravely  to  further  the  work 
which  Is  theirs  to  do. 

In  her  report   as  corresponding 
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Vancouver,  gave  a  detailed  frWHHHlt 
of  the  various  department  .-Un- 
noted that  there  are  at  present 
forty-three  auxiliaries  In  the  four 
Presbyterlals;  three  associate  socie- 
ties, a  membership  of  675  m  tin 
senior  auxiliaries;  eight  young 
women's  missionary  societies,  with  a 
membership  of  140;  forty-three  girls' 
organizations,  with  a  membership  of 
488;  forty-four  mission  bands,  with 
a  membership  of  828,  and  1.456 
junior  members,  making  a  total 
membership  of  2,424,  a  decrease  of 
ninety-four  since  1932. 

The  total  contributions  had 
amounted  to  $5,363.18,  which  was 
$20.52  less  than  last  year. 

In  spite  of  such  facts.  It  was 
gratifying  to  note  that  there  had 
been  increase  of  interest  among  the 
young  people,  and  the  young 
women's  societies  had  made  a  spe- 
cially fine  contribution. 

The  supply  secretary  had  re- 
ported. Mrs.  Wilson  continued,  that 
supplies  had  been  sent  to,  among 
other  places,  Indian  mission  schools, 
the  Chinese  and  to  the  Peace  River 
district,  with  a  total  value  of  $597.54, 
which  was  $79.03  more  than  in  1932. 

The  library  department  had  been 
busy,  and  10,297  pieces,  including 
magazines,  cards,  papers,  hymn 
books,  etc..  had  been  sent  out.  The 
lantern  slides  and  costumes  which  || 
had  been  available  for  use  by  vari- 
ous church  groups  had  been  in  great 
demand  for  special  meetings,  enter- 
tainments and  socials.

decay— but  because  the  food  or 
foods  eaten  were  the  ordinary  nour- 
ishing foods  they  were  not  sus- 
pected of  causing  symptoms. 

Today,  however,  some  of  the  most 
useful  or  nourishing  foods  are 
known  to  cause  stomach  on  Intes- 
tinal distress  and  so  various 
methods  are  now  in  use  to  try  to 
detect  Just  which  foods  in  a  par- 
ticular case  are  at  fault.

"diary"  method  which  Is  used  in 
cafos  where  the  symptoms  do  not 
occur  every  day.  but  at  intervals  of 
a  few  days.  The  Individuals  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  food  substances 
eatrn.  and  each  day  adds  any  new 
food  to  the  bottom  of  the  list.  In 
the  column  for  each  day  he  checks 
all  the  food*  eaten  that  day.  Fur- 
ther, each  food  Ls  given  its  Individ- 
ual name,  roast  beef,  beefsteak, 
boiled  eggs,  scrambled  eggs;  salads 
are  classified  according  to  all  the 
foods  In  them. 

These  seem  like  slow  methods  of 
trying  to  find  why  "good"  foods

Victoria  West  First  and  Second 
Division  soccer  teams  will  hold  a 
workout  at  the  club  rooms  tonight 
at  8  o'clock.  All  players  are  asked 
to 


case,  the  "putting  green"  extends 
for  another  eighteen  or  nineteen 
yards  In  that  direction,  and  the 
putting  green  rules  must  .be  obeyed 
or  penalties  incurred.  Because  of 
the  temporary  position  of  the  cup. 
moved  to  the  edge  to  save  the  green, 
the  longer  grass  at  the  apron,  the 
sides  or  back  may  be  within  the 
twenty-yards  radius,  which  Includes 
all  ground,  except  hazards,  within 
that  distance. 

Rule  28,  which  covers  play  within 
twenty  yards  of  the  cup,  deals  first 
of  all  with  the  removal  of  loose  im- 
pediments. Even  before  the  pres- 
ent amendments  concerning  impedi- 
ments became  effective,  it  was  per- 
missible to  remove  any  impediment 
from  the  putting  green  regardless  of 
the  position  of  either  ball.  A  player 
could.  If  he  wished,  under  that  rule, 
walk  forward  100  or  150  yards  to  re- 
move an  Impediment  from  the  put- 
ting green  and  then  retrace  his  steps 
to  lay  his  stroke   He  may  still  do  so. 

However.  If  his  ball,  when  on  the 
putting  green,  moves  after  anv  loose 
Impediment  lying  within  six  Inches 
of  It  has  been  touched  by  himself, 
his  partner  or  either  of  their  cad- 
dies, the  player  is  deemed  to  have 


caused  it  to  move  and  he  thereby 
Incurs  a  penalty  of  one  stroke. 
In  moving  any  loose  Impediment 

with  the  club,  it  must  not  be  laid 
with  more  than  Its  own  weight  upon 
the  ground,  nor  must  anything  be 
pressed  down  either  with  the  club 
or  in  any  other  way. 

The  safe  way  is  to  remove  the  im- 
pediment by  hand  where  it  is  pos- 
sible to  do  so.  or.  If  an  Impediment 
is  removed  with  a  club,  to  let  the 
club  only  touch  the  surface  of  the 
green  lightly  and  brush  the  object 
aside  and  not  In  the  direction  of  the 
line  of  putt. 

The  line  of  putt  must  not  be 
touched  except  that  the  player  is 
permitted  to  place  his  club  directly 
In  front  of  the  ball  In  sddresslng  it 

Once  again,  the  penalties  are  se- 
vere—in match  play,  loss  of  the 
hole,  and  in  medal  play  two  strokes 
penalty  for  brpach  of  Rule  28. 

The  next  rule  prohibits  the  plac- 
ing of  any  mark  anywhere  on  the 
putting  green.  The  player's  part- 
ner or  either  of  their  caddies  may 
point  out  the  line  of  a  putt  before 
the  stroke  is  played.  A  player  may 
always  send  his  own  caddv  to  stand 
at  the  hole  while  he  plays  his  stroke^ 
Any  player  or  caddy  engaged  In  the 
match  mav  stand  at  the  hole,  but 
none  of  these  shall  endeavor  by 
moving  or  otherwise  to  Influence 
the  action  of  wind  upon  the  ball. 

Again  the  penalty  Is  loss  of  the 
hole  in  match  play  and  two  strokes 
for  the  medal  player  « 
rule. 

The  match  player  can  also  lose  the 
hole  by  playing  his  ball  on  the  put 
ting  green  before  his  opponent  s 
ball  has  come  to  rest,  and  the  medal 
penalty,  of  course,  comes  under  the 
general  penalty  of  two 


balls  lie  within  six  inches,  the  ball 
nearer  the  hole  may  be  lifted  and 
replaced  after  the  other  ball  has 
been  played     In  match  play,  a  ball 

on  the  putting  green  may  be  lifted 
only  if  within  six  inches  of  opi>on- 
ent's  ball.    In  medal  play,  however, 
the  ball  nearer  the  hole  may 
lifted  at  the  option  of  its  owner  if 

he  thinks  it  might  be  of   A  v-  .  tjl  !  I.  <• 

to  the  other  player.  And  it  must 
be  lifted  or  played  by  its  owner  If 
the  competitor  whose  ball  lies  far- 
ther from  the  hole  so  requests.  Re- 
fusal of  the  owner  of  the  ball  to  lift 
or  play  under  this  rule  incurs  dis- 
qualification. 

There  are  yet  some  rules  concern- 
ing play  within  twenty  yards  of  the 
cup  which  must  be  dealt  with  In  a 
subsequent  article,  but  there  is  one 
which  must  be  Included  here.  The 
player's  ball  must  always  be  holed 
out  or.  in  match  play,  the  hole  must 
be  given  up.  In  medal  play.  If  the 
player  or  his  caddy  pick  up  his  ball 
before  it  is  holed  out.  he  may  re- 
place hi*  ball  and  hole  out  under 
penalty  of  two  strokes.
